fons ftriving to be Univerfal, have failed of 
excelling in any thing, from whence it has 
been faid of fome, They had been greater 
if they had been contented to have been /e/s.

fuitable Companion. And if friendly Ad- 
vice both from her Husband and others 
wou’t prevail, he may try what keeping 


her a little fhort of Money will do: But 
if None of thefe or the like mearis will fet 
all things to rights, and he can’t be eafie 
while they live torether, fuppofing he can 
make fome Provifion in his Abfence for her 
Maintainance, and have no Charge of Chil- 
dren, he may e’en try if diftance of place 
will work any Change, and take this Op- 
pertunity to ferve his King and Country.
